JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 14— 
The Missouri Division of Health 
is now able to discharge only 37 
per cent of its legal responsibil- 
ities ‘because of lack of money 
and personnel, Dr. Henry M. 
Hardwicke, acting director, said 
yesterday. 

In @ move caused by budget 
reductions, the Division of Health 
has eliminated both its Bureau of 
Food and Drug Inspection and 
its Bureau of Public Health En- 
gineering. Certain other bureau

Dr. Hardwicke emphasized that 
the functions of these bureaus, 
required by Missouri law to be 
maintained by the Division of 
Health, would continue to be car- 
ried out under a sweeping reor- 
ganization plan put into effect 
last July 1. 

He conceded that recent 
changes had brought “discon- 
tent” among some employes and 
might lead to resignations. He 
insisted, however, that the 
changes would enable his divi- 
sion to operate more efficiently. 

The reorganization was the 
Health Division’s answer to a 


Dr. Hardwicke explained that 
Gov. James T. Blair wanted to 
make the division a model agen- 
cy and had supported a budget 
request of $3,205,039 for the two 


years. This would have been an '* 


increase of more than 35 per 
cent over the previous biennium. 

Despite Blair’s recommenda- 
tion, the State Legislature cut 
the request to $2,090,000. The 
Division of Health faced the fact 
that instead of having $1,115,039 
more money in the new biennium 
it would have $72,000 less than 
it had in 1957-59. 

“It became apparent Missouri 
was not going to sponsor an up- 
and-coming health department,” 
Dr. Hardwicke said. Plans for 
hiring an additional 90 persons 


_ had to be dropped. The division 


was overbudgeted and had to 
pull in its horns quickly. 

Since Dr. Hardwicke took over 
as acting health director in 1957, 
there has been a tendency to 
decentralize activities to district 
offices at Cameron, Macon, Pop- 
lar Bluff, Springfield, Sedalia and 
Washington. The new personnel 
were to strengthen these dis- 
tricts. 

One economy step was the 
closing of district offices at Se- 
dalig and Washington. The two 
were consolidated and moved to 
Jefferson City “where we don’t 
have to pay for office space,” 
Dr. Hardwicke said. The esti- 
mated saving will be $30,000 a 
year. 

Staff Cut to 286. 

Another measure was paring’ 
the payroll by failing to replace 
employes who resigned or re- 
tired. Nobody was fired for 
budget reasons, it was said, but 
since July 1 the division’s staff 
has been reduced from 320 to 
a@ present strength of 286. 

The new reorganization plan 
was discussed by Dr. Hardwicke 
against the background of what 
has happened since he took office 
more than two years ago. At that 
time, he said, both he and the 
governor had high hopes that the 
division would receive enough 
money to do the kind of health 
job that ought to be done in 
Missouri. 

Dr. Hardwicke recalled that 
when he assumed office the Di-

Maximum pay is that given a 
teacher with a master’s degree 
after he has completed a spe- 
cified number of years with the 
school system, usually about 12. 

The five cities paying less than 
St. Louis at the top level are 
Philadelphia, New Orleans, 
Houston, Dallas and San An- 
tonio. 

Of the 22 cities included in the 
survey, San Francisco has the 
highest starting salary, $4770 a 
year, and the highest maxi- 
mum, $8660. Atlanta pays the 
lowest starting salary, $3636, and 
San Antonio the lowest maxi- 
mum salary, $6000. 

The survey showed that some 
cities, including St. Louis, give 
premium pay to teachers with 
doctors’ degrees. Annual pay in- 
creases range from $175 to $250. 
The number of years required 
to reach the maximum pay level 
within one’s pay bracket varies 
from six to 22. 

Hickey said that another reason 
for the $600 increase is that the 
gap between St. Louis and most 
other large cities will become 
even greater next year, as many 
of the cities are planning to in- 
crease their teachers’ pay either 
shortly after the first of the year 
or next fall. 

A $600 pay increase for teach- 
ers would cost about $2,000,000, 
school officials estimated. This 
would require an increase of at 
least 12 cents in the operating 
tax rate, which is $1.51 on each 
$100 of assessed property val- 
uation.

President to See India’s 
Vital Needs at First Hand 


He Will Be Brought Face to Face With Prospect 
That Nation’s Development Effort Will Fail Un- 
less Massive Outside Aid Is Forthcoming.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14. 


PRESIDENT EISENHOWER’S mere presence in India next month 
will provide a dramatic demonstration of America’s interest in India’s 
development race with China. Much of Asia and Africa is watching this 
race between the Chinese Communists’ “‘great leap forward’ and the 
successive five-year plans of the world’s largest democracy. 


More particularly, Mr. Eisenhower will 
be brought face to face with the reality 
that India’s development effort will fail if 
it does not receive massive outside assist- 
ance for the next five or 10 years. 


Indian officials say they will need each 
year for five years a billion dollars in out- 
side aid to close the gap between their 
own resources and the equivalent of $21,- 
000,000,000 called for by the third five- 
year plan. Some informed observers be- 
lieve even this amount is too low. They 
think the Indians do not realize fully that 
industrial development tends to snowball, 
that, for example, a new steel plant sug- 
gests the need for a plant next door to 
make steel fencing. 


Aid amounting to $1,000,000,000 a year 
or more must come largely from the 
United States, although other industrialized 
nations of the West have now reached the 
point where they too can help. The Soviet 
bloc may be in a position to make up 
whatever slack remains—at a considerable 
political price to the West; Russia and the 
satellites have supplied $700,000,000 in 
credits to India in the past 10 years, com- 
pared with $1,700,000,000 in all types of 
American aid. 


THERE HAVE BEEN some spectacular 
proposals this week for a dramatic increase 
in the American assistance for under- 
developed countries. Gov. Nelson A. Rocke- 
feller, in a speech before the Economic 
Club of New York, proposed that Ameri- 
cans stop reducing the work week and 
convert increasing productivity into a 
faster growth rate instead of more leisure. 
One advantage he listed was an increased 
capacity for international economie co- 
‘operation. 


More directly to this point was a report 


ment run generally 75 to 100 per cent above 
foreign prices, Indian officials say. They 
estimate. that American prices run 25 to 
30 per cent higher than foreign prices for 
industrial machinery and generally 20 per 
cent higher for trucks and jeeps. 


The Indians say they have found Ameri- 
can diesel locomotives and mining and 
excavating equipment competitive with 
those available elsewhere. When an official 
was asked what American items were 
cheaper than the foreign competition, he 
replied: ‘To be quite frank, I haven't come 
across any.” 


THE NEW POLICY hits India especially 
hard, since almost all American aid to 
India has been shifted over to the new 
Development Loan Fund. The International 
Co-operation Administration, which is still 
the main arm of the world-wide mutual 
security program, now gives India only 
$8,000,000 or so a year in technical assist- 
ance, 


Sources at several embassies here say 
the “buy American’ policy has been 
applied rigidly from the start, even to 
loans that were close to agreement when 
the policy was announced. These reports 
contradict the Loan Fund’s announcement 
that’ it would try to avoid undue hardship 
in processing loans already under advanced 
negotiation. 


One result of the new policy as applied 
to India probably will be that India will 


which it has been buying .in the United 
States. These are not eligible for financing 
by. the loan fund. If India must use more 
of its limited dollar supply for purchases 
under loan fund financing; it can less afford 
to spend dojlars for other purchases. 


India’s main argument for massive out- 
side assistance is that its development 
problem is one that can be solved in the 
foreseeable future. This may take a fourth 
or even a fifth five-year plan, the Indians 
say, but eventually the Indian economy 
will reach what economists call the “‘take- 


abroad roughly offsets the movement of 
dollars abroad in new investment. The ad- 
verse balance in foreign exchange is due 
to Government and personal expenditures, 
with Government expenditures accounting 
for the major part. 


Grants and long-term loans accounted for 
the outflow of $2,232,000,000 in 1958. In 
addition, capital payments to the Interna- 
tional Bank for Reconstruction and Devel- 
opment and the International Monetary 
Fund eventually take dollars overseas. 
These transfers amounted to $1,375,000,000 
in 1959.

THE FIRST STEP in implementing . the 
“buy American” policy. was to instruct the 
director of the Development Loan Fund, an 
agency of the International Co-operation 
Administration, to requiré recipients of 
new mutual security program loans to spend 
the proceeds primarily in the United States. 

A second step may be to impose a similar 
requirement on grant aid. Secretary of 
State Christian A. Herter refused to commit 
himself about future actions of this nature 
at his press conference Wednesday, but said 
he would deal with it in a speech in New 
York Monday. 


At the same time, military and military 
assistance expenditures abroad are being 


« carefully examined to find means of re- 


ducing the dollar outflow for military 
purposes. The military assistance pro- 
gram expenditures are mostly in the 
United States now, although there remain 
some expenditures for the offshore pro- 
curement programs that have been en- 
tered into previously. 


Examination of the costs of maintaining 
troops abroad and how to reduce the dollar 
flow is being conducted amidst sharp dif- 
ferences of opinion. The: first and most 
obvious way to restrict the dollar flow is 
to reduce the number of troops abroad. 

The slightest hint of this upsets American 
authorities in the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization and brings immediate state- 
ments of concern (expressed in secret) 
from foreign embassies in Washington. 


The British consider any American with- 
drawal a disaster and do not hesitate to 
say so, even though they have pulled their 
fighter aircraft forces out of Europe and 
are reducing their ground forces from four 
divisions to slightly more than two. 


GERMANY IS EVEN more concerned. 
German opinion is almost unanimous that 
only the presence of United States forces 
in Europe keeps NATO together and blocks 
Soviet ambitions. 


NATO authorities believe that NATO 
will disintegrate if there is any substantial 
withdrawal of United States forces. Al- 
though they recognize that our European 
allies have not yet assumed their propor- 
tional share of the military burden for 
the defense of Europe, they have done a 


Nevertheless, an examination looking to- 
ward such a change has been underway for 
some time. This has covered consideration 
of major withdrawals of divisions and 
wings, of turning over to European allies 
many of the supporting and service obliga- 
tions of American forces for their own 
maintenance and of shaving slices off all 
United States forces. 

There is little question that President 
Eisenhower would like to reduce the num- 
bers of United States troops overseas. Some 
tentative approaches have been niade in 
this direction during the past four years, 
but each time the suggestion has been met’ 
with such cries of outrage that the idea 
has had to be given up. 

In the congressional debates on the ques- 
tion of sending troops to Europe, the then 
Gen. Eisenhower testified that if he thought 
their presence «there was to ube long- 
continued, he would be against sending 
them. He considered the moyemient back 
to Europe as only a temporary pooster to 
the defense of Europe. 

The late Gen, George C., Marshall was 
wiser.. He foresaw an indefinite stay, al- 
though he granted there might be some 
small reduction at some future time. 


IT IS UNLIKELY this year that there 
will be a withdrawal of any major ground 
force elements such as divisions, brigades 
or battle groups.. But serious consideration 
is being given to bringing home and de- 
activating (thus helping the budget as well 
as the dollar deficit) some of the fighter- 
bomber wings in Europe. 

Sentiment in favor of this has been helped 
by the action of President De Gaulle of 
France in refusing to permit the storage of 
nuclear bombs in France. This has forced 
Gen. Lauris Norstad, Supreme Allied Com- 
mander, to move some wings froni France 
to Germany where they are too close to 
the frontier to get off the ground in case 
of a surprise attack. 

There are only minor acceptable possi- 
bilities in substituting supporting and serv- 
ice elements from European forces for 
American elements. This has already been 
done to the extent that NATO commanders 
consider advisable. The United States has 
a communications zone running through 
France that is manned mostly by French 
civilians. 

In Germany, German civilians provide 
far more service support for our troops 
than is appropriate in war. Replacing 
American service units of any type with 
French or German formations, assuming 
they could be obtained, would cause lan- 
guage, command and other difficulties that 
could be surmounted in peace, but not in 
war. 


SHAVING THE STRENGTH of divisions 
and other units by various means is an old 
peacetime dodge used to present a facade 
of military strength. This is feasible when 
there is time to expand and train replace- 
ments before going to war. But there will 
be no time for such ameliorations for our 
troops overseas today. If there is a war, 
they are participants on the first, day.

Most discussion of this question 
has overlooked the primary purpose of the 
plan and the problem of highest priority 
the metropolitan area. ; 

As the universities’ Metropolitan St. Louis 
Survey emphasized, the most important task 
confronting this community is the broadening 
of its economic base. We have not kept pace, 
in industrial and commercial development, 
with competitive cities or with the nation at 
large. Just as the main object of the District 
plan was to fashion tools for tackling this 
task, so in considering alternatives to the 
District first priority must be given to meas- 
ures that will stimulate the location of new 
industry here: and accelerate our rate of 
economic growth. 

This is what makes the various proposals 
so far advanced for alternative types of gov- 
ernmental reform quite inadequate to metro- 
politan needs. Some of these proposals are 
unobjectionable but unimpressive. “Voluntary

especially in co-ordination of police functions 
and traffic control. But. nothing in the record 
supports the view that yoluntary co-operation 
is going to get very far, and even if it suc- 
ceeded it would not touch the central problem 
of industrial development.

Other proposals seem to us pie-in-the-sky. 
The idea of starting a long campaign for city-

obvious fact that county citizens who rejected

are most unlikely to go all the way any time 
soon. Even if a protracted educational cam- 
paign brought about a miraculous conversion, 
there is no question that years and years 
would elapse before the point of effective 
action was reached—and meanwhile metro- 
politan St. Louis might have continued to 
flounder in the slough of economic deficiency. 

The Post-Dispatch believes that civic ener- 
gies for the next few years should be concen- 
trated upon laying the foundation for planned 
and vigorous industrial development. Reform 
of the governmental structure, though still 
desirable, has been rejected by the voters 
and should be laid aside for the immediate 
future. But action to create new employment, 
payrolls and tax sources. cannot wait. We 
face the certainty of an expanding popula- 
tion which, unless accompanied by a match- 
ing industrial growth, will multiply the bur- 
dens already vexing city, county, municipali- 
ties and school districts.

Shrinking Defense Dollars 

If present reports about allocating military 
funds for fiscal 1961 are correct, the Admin- 
istration is again putting a balanced budget 
ahead of national security. 

Because of inflation and the rising costs 
of weapotis systems, ‘the defense dollar is 
buying less and less. In holding military ex- 
penditures to a level of 40 to 41 billion dol- 
lars, as he has done since 1954, President 
Eisenhower this year actually will be allotting 
about 30 billions in‘1954 dollars. Yet in this 
same time the gross national product has 
risen. 

During this period the emphasis has been 
put on capacity for massive nuclear retalia- 
tion at heavy cost. to the capacity to fight 
limited wars. Yet even our capacity for nu- 
clear war, largely represented by our Strate- 
gic Air Command, has been steadily dropping 
as the importance of missiles has been rising. 
The Rockefeller, Gaither, Senate Pre - 
ness and other reports warned last year of 
our lag in military security, particularly in 
the field of miissiles. Despite the repeated 
testimony in Congress of the need for devel- 
oping solid-fuel, long-range missiles, particu- 
larly the Polaris for atomic submarines, the 
Administration has shown no inclination to 
push such projects hard. 

The outstanding thing about our missile 
program has been the confusion, service rival- 
ry and inability to make the best use of the 
scientists and materials at hand. These fac- 
tors have even carried over into our space 
program. Reorganizations and new “direc- 
tors” come and go, but still the same old 
troubles bubble to the top. During all this, 
Secretary of Defense McElroy has frequently 
stated that all is well and there is no cause 
for worry. 

Secretary of the Treasury Robert Ander- 
son, like George Hum before him, seems 
to have convinced the Administration that 
there is nothing more important than a bal- 
anced budget. But if we are to have sound 
defense and foreign policies, the financial 
policies should be- shaped to support them, 
Despite all the Administration’s soothing 
syrup, our national defense standards have 
been lowered in the last five years and will 
be lowered again if the Administration has 
its way.

The Administration contends 
that the 2 per cent rate, fixed 
by statute, in effect constitutes 
an annual multi-million dollar 
subsidy, since the Government 
currently is paying between 4 
and 5 per cent interest for short- 
term money which it borrows. 


Farmers and others who favor 
continued low-interest Govern- 
ment loans are so incensed by 
the plan that some observers 
expect them to take out their 
anger on Republican candidates 
in next year’s elections. This 
could be highly important for 
the Republicans, whose grasp 
on the rural vote has been 
weakening ever since former 
President Truman’s victory in 
the 1948 election. 


THE INTEREST-RATE FIGHT 
has taken on new intensity. In 
a series of clashes that ended 
just last week, REA adminis- 
trator David A, Hamil took the 
Administration’s case directly to 
the co-ops, which soundly re- 
jected it. 

Over a period of two months, 
Hamil appeared at every one of 
10 regional meetings held by the 
National Rural Electric Co-oper- 
ative Association, which repre- 
sents 957 rural co-ops and pub- 
lic power districts.

But demand for his services in 
Washington continued. He was 
named chairman of the Atomic 
Energy Commission’s advisory 
committee on personnel man- 
agement in 1948 and served five 
years. In 1950, he became a 
member of the International 
Civil Service Advisory Board 
and in 1951 he began a two-year 
term as assistant to the director 
of defense mobilization in charge 
of manpower problems. 


PRESIDENT EISENHOWER 
named Flemming director of the 
Office of Defense Mobilization in 
1953 and he became a statutory 
member of the National Security 
Council.

The resolution of opposition 
adopted at the meeting held in 
St. Louis Sept. 17 and 18 was 
typical. Representatives of co- 
ops in Missouri, Arkansas, Lou- 
isiana and Oklahoma called on 
Congress to oppose “‘any and all 
proposals which would increase 
the REA interest rate or send 
the rural electric systems into 
the private money market for 
their financing.” 


THE RESOLUTION said main- 
tenance of the 2 per cent interest 
rate was essential ‘‘if the rural 
electric systems are to continue 
meeting their responsibility of 
providing full, efficient and rea- 
sonably-priced electric service,” 
adding: 

“Even with the 2 per cent in- 
terest rate, the number of rural

In the months ahead, the Ad- 
ministration is expected to 
launch the strongest drive it has 
yet made for revamping REA’s 
financial structure. The move- 
ment has wide support in the 
Government. Among those back- 
ing it is Maurice H. Stans, di- 
rector of the Bureau of the 
Budget, a power in the Eisen- 
hower Administration. 

What form the Administra- 
tion’s expected proposals will 
take is not clear yet. Some clue 
is seen in Hamil’s suggestion 
that the interest rate be raised 
to a level that “more closely re- 
flects the cost of money to the 
Treasury.”” Eventually, he says, 
the rate should include the cost 
of administering the program 
and a reserve for losses. He 
also has proposed establishment 
of a bank operated by REA co- 
ops to replace the Government 
as the source of future loans. 


THE BANK PROPOSAL has 
been indorsed by Secretary of 
Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson, 
Hamil’s superior. Both Benson 
and President Eisenhower sup- 
port the proposal for a higher 
interest rate, Last year the Ad- 
ministration made other pro- 
posals, including one for private 
financing, but could not get any- 
one to sponsor them in Congress.

“We have electric lines to 
over 400,000 farms where ‘the 
houses are vacant,”’ he asserted, 
“The lines represent an invest- 
ment of half a billion dollars 
that has to be paid off although 
we are getting no revenue out 
them.” This aspect of the 
problem will become increasing- 
ly serious, he said, citing ésti- 
mates that in the next 10 years 
300,000 persons per year. will 
leave American farms.

Efforts by Benson and Hamil 
to win support for their financial 
proposals have been criticized 
severely by Representative 
Quentin N. Burdick (Dem.), 
North Dakota.

Classical Records 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

HAYDN’S SYMPHONY NO. 44in E Minor has 
been recorded with fidelity to its many outstanding qualities by 
the Netherlands Chamber Orchestra under the direction of Szy- 
mon Goldberg. The slow movement has a penetrating somberness 
which evidently corresponded with a deep-lying emotion. The fu- 
nereal character of this movement led to the later designation of 
No, 44 as the “Mourning Symphony.” By contrast the two outer 
movements are furiously energetic in spirit; the final movement, 
in fact, grows out of a rhythmic motif rather than a theme and 
at several points whips itself into a demoniac frenzy. 

This recording also contains the Symphony No. 57, never 
before recorded, which is cheerful, bright and unfailingly inven- 
tive even though not typical of Haydn’s middle period. (Epic, 
Stereophonic, one record.)

About 3500 active homestead 
entries are on file in Alaska, 
more than half of them recorded 
since June 1958 when Congress 
approved statehood. There are

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some 2300 unperfected entries, 
new farms still in the process of 
being created. The records show 
a high precentage of failures. 
Pattern of Success. 

Hope homesteaders can take 
heart, however, from the suc- 
cess of Ronald J. Heddles, 35, a 
Colorado man who came to 
Alaska six years ago with a $700 
stake. 

Heddles didn’t homestead—but 
he showed what a farmer with 
ability and energy can do. He 
started by leasing a 105-acre 
farm in the Matanuska valley 
near Palmer. 

He now operates 300 acres of 
farmland, owns 68 head of cattle, 
and directs an investment worth 
some $50,000. Heddles was 
named Alaska’s farmer of the 
year for 1959. 


“The quality of Alaskan-grown 


produce is the finest in the 
world,” he says. “Alaska isn’t 
all ‘milk and honey’ sprinkled 
with gold dust, but it’s a Jand of 
wonderful opportunity, just wait- 
ing to be tapped.”

The animals came to Rock- 
woods from diverse sources.

Semi-Recluse Died, Surrounded by Priceless Art—Fortune Founded in St. Louis 


By Virginia Irwin 


Behind the story of this 78- 
year-old woman of great wealth 
who chose to live the life of a 


and Sixteenth Century French 
and Italian furniture and her 
great paintings by Veronese, 
Raphael, Boucher, Watteau, 
Rembrandt and Titian—there is 
the romance of the building of a 
great fortune. It had its seeds in 
a small carriage factory in St. 
Louis in the 1880s, 

The carriage. business was 
owned by Henry H. Timken. 
About 1890 he was joined in busi- 
ness by his two sons, Henry Jr., 
and William Robert Timken, both 
of whom were born in St. Louis. 
The firm prospered and by 1902 
moved to Canton, 0., and be- 
came the Timken Roller Bearing 
Axle Co., later the Timken Rol- 
ler Bearing Co. 

With ‘the development of the 
roller bearing by the elder Tim- 
ken, the company first supplied 
manufacturers of horse-drawn 
carriages. Then the era of the 
automobile came and the modest 
business was pushed to capacity 
by the demands of the makers of 
the revolutionary horseless car- 


riages. 

The Timkens expanded into 
plants in other Ohio cities and 
soon the foundation for the vast 
family fortune was secure. Their 
company became. a leader in the 
development of .electro-fi 
steel and in later years the 
ily acquired several related in- 
dustries. 

In 1918 William Robert Timken 
married a beautiful divorcee, 
Mrs. Lillian Guyer Ford. By 1930 
he was one of the richest men 
in the United States. 

Listed in the Social Register 
but seldom mentioned in the 
newspapers, Lillian Timken and 
her husband divided their time 
between their country home at 
Croton-on-Hudson, N. Y., and 
their luxurious 24-room duplex 
apartment on Fifth avenue. In 
travels abroad they put together 
a fabulous collection of paintings, 
tapestries, sculpture and furni- 
ture. Well known in art circles, 
they lent their paintings and art 
objects to museums around the 


country. 

Then in 1949 William Timken 
died at the age of 83. Mrs. Tim- 
ken continued to live in their 
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vast art-filled apartment but one 
hy one she. dismissed all her 13 


servants. She had only maids . 


who came in by the day. 

Much of her time was spent 
in complete solitude among her 
treasures but on sunny days she 
walked her dog and regularly 
the caretaker of her country es- 
tate would call at the Fifth ave- 
nue apartment to take her for a 
drive to her home on Old Cro- 
ton Dam road. She would re- 
turn with paper bags loaded with 


food for the week. Occasionally 
she visited the family of a neph- 
ew, David Guyer, who lived 
relatively near her apartment, 
but in recent years she avoided 
paying these visits when persons 
she did not know might be pres- 
ent. 

Employes in the co-operative 
apartment building, only one or 
two of whom had ever been in- 
side the Timken apartment op 
the tenth and eleventh floors, de- 
scribed her as unfailingly pleas- 


ant and always concerned about 
the weather. For her short walks 
and her visits to art museums, 
which became fewer and fewer 
as the years passed after her 
husband’s death, she wore cos- 
tumes of the 1920s. 

When Mrs. Timken died, she 
was alone except for her faith- 
ful dog. Her nephew, worried 
because she failed to answer her 
telephone for two days, called a 
locksmith and entered the apart- 
ment. Mrs. Timken lay on the 


carpet before a television set in 
a small room on the first floor 
of the duplex. 


First reports indicated that 


Mrs. Timken’s apartment was 
dirty, full of old newspapers and 
tin cans. But the stories were 
exaggerated. The kitchen was 
indeed in disarray, and the paint- 


ings and tapestries and furni- 


ture were covered with thick lay- 
ers of dust. The windows need- 


ed washing, but generally the 


apartment was in good order. 


Mrs. Timken did not follow the 
pattern of the recluse who 
senselessly hoards old bottles, 
papers, cans, cartons and other 

Odd as it may seem in a 
world that has gone slightly 
idiotic over “togetherness,” she 
was simply an old lady who en- 
joyed being alone, surrounded by 
her beloved art collection and 
warmed by the memories of a 
happy married life. 

Although there has been no es- 
timate of the value of Mrs. Tim- 
ken’s estate, her will, now in 
probate, leaves her multi-million- 
dollar art collection to the Met- 
ropolitan Museum of Art in New 
York and to the National Gallery 
of Art in Washington. The will 
specifies that. the art master- 
pieces be shared equally by the 
two museums, but which is to get 
what is not specified. 

Only two of the many paint- 
ings in Mrs. Timken’s apart- 
ment are referred to by name in 
the will. These are “Portrait of 
Lady With Fan” by Goya and 
“Bullfight” by Eugenio Lucas, 
a Goya imitator. They were be- 
queathed to the Fine Arts So- 
ciety of San Diego, Calif. All 
other paintings will go “in equal 
shares” to the National Gallery 
and the Metropolitan. 

Bulk of her estate was left in 
trust to two sons by her first 
marriage, Robert Freeman Ford 
of Pasadena, Calif., and Tod 
Ford III. Tod died after her will 
was drawn in 1950 and his share 
now goes to the children of Rob- 
ert Freeman Ford. 

Just how the National Gallery 
and the Metropolitan will divide 
the Timken art collection, known 
to. be one of the greatest private 
céllections in the country, “has 
not been decided. The collection 
includes Rembrandt’s ‘Christ 
and the Woman of Samaria’; 
Raeburn’s “Portrait of Mrs. Har- 
vey”; Van Dyck’s “Portrait of 
Prince Orsini’; Jan Steen’s *’The 
Surprise’; Tiepolo’s “‘A Mythical 
Subject Typifying Air’; and 
“Portrait of a Lady” by Rey- 


nolds. There are also works by 
Titian, Fragonard, Veronese, 
Boucher, Watteau, Correggio, 


Raphael, Millet, Turner, Greuze 
and Lucas. 

No pictures of Mrs. Timken ac- 
companied the stories of her 
death here. Nor do the picture 
files. of New York newspapers 
have a single photograph of her 
late husband. There is only a 
picture of the building where a 
quiet little old lady lived in an 
apartment for which they reput- 
edly paid $150,000 and filled it 
with one of the greatest private 
art collections in America.

This brings us to another problem of the films—how to build 
up big box-office stars to replace the Gary Coopers when they 
finally wear out. Variety reports every major studio now has or is 
planning a search for talent to be developed into box-office per- 
sonalities. The old-style seven-year-contract with options every 
year is again used—83 actors are listed as under contract, most of 
them at Warner Brothers, Twentieth Century-Fox and Columbia 
where there are active talent-training programs. 


But the problem is still exposure. No one gains fame 
without it. Warners and Columbia use their TV series, with 
occasional roles in pictures, to get their young stars known 
to the masses. Some argile this is self-defeating, that peo- 
ple will never flock to a theater movie to see someone they 
can watch every week for free. 


TWENTIETH CENTURY-FOX has been bolder in giving key 
movie roles to new personalities. This has to be done even more 
so if néw stars afte to be developed.

Nothing can get in your way

ALways believed that you can do whatever you 


want to do. Work hard enough, and nothing really . 


can get in your way. My life was pretty much that way 
—until four years ago. That was when I learned | 
was a diabetic! 

Stretched out in a bed in a California hospital, I 
thought, “Does this mean I'll have to slow down? Will 
my life be changed? What about a family?” 

I admit I was frightened and I didn’t know much 
about the condition. I guess I worried most about what 
would happen to those snacks at ridiculous hours. 

I had decided when I was 5 that I wanted to be a 
dancer, and it’s been pretty much my life ever since. 
My parents didn’t laugh. They gave me ballet lessons. 
When I was 15 I opened a dance studio in my home- 
town of New Bedford, Mass. Three years later—Hol- 
lywood! Only Hollywood turned out to be a chorus 
line job in a San Francisco night club. 

Finally, I did get a movie job—and promptly tore 
the ligaments of a knee-cap. I “came back,” though, 
as Gene Kelly's assistant in choreography at MGM, 
and soon I was teaching the stars how to dance. After 
years of hard work, everything was coming my way. | 
“starred” in Pajama Game on Broadway. 

But the really hard part was still ahead. I discovered 
that while in Hollywood to make the movie version of 
Pajama Game. | had a miscarriage. I was going into 
shock. At one point I had to be wheeled onto the set 
to complete the Hernando’s Hideaway number. 

It was then that hospital tests revealed I was a dia-

betic. Me, who rehearsed 12 to 14 hours every day. 

The doctors saw in my eyes the fear that my life 
would have to change. One of them said gently, “Carol, 
you can still do what you want to do. Take your insulin 
regularly and follow the diet. That's all.” 

After he left the room I did a double-take. “Give 
myself an injection? Never. I'll just have to stay in a 
hospital all my life. Diet? I love to cook. And who 
would eat all those gooey deserts I love?” 

These questions seem so unimportant now. But at 
the time I felt they were critical. Resting in bed, I 
suddenly realized, “Carol, you've got to get hold of 
yourself. If you want to live a busy, full life, you've 
gotta knuckle under.” 


Taking Care 


It took time, I admit, but I did knuckle under. As 
time passed I realized that the mental attitude was so 
important. Once I decided to look on the bright side, 
it was easier to say, “I must take care of myself.” 

Now I have a wonderful, busy life. My days have 
been fuller since I learned of my condition than be- 
fore. I spent more hours rehearsing for my first dra- 
matic role in William Inge’s Loss of Roses than I did 
rehearsing for a dance scene. I’ve choreographed and 
danced on dozens of TV shows. I also have a wonder- 
ful son, Joshua, who is 2. 

What I am trying to say is that there are two million 
diabetics in this country. And a million of them walk 
around as I did, not knowing they have the condition. 
I only hope that each individual faced with diabetes 
discovers, as I did, that you can still do what you want 
to do. I have been forced to discipline myself because 
of the insulin shots and diet. Other than that, my life 
hasn’t changed a bit. I haven’t let it. e

RACKETEERS IN EXILE 


by JACK ANDERSON

NAPLES, ITALY. 

MONG AMERICAN gangsters who had the oversight 

to be born abroad, one legal weapon gives them 
cold shivers: deportation. One after another they have 
been snatched from their neon-lit lairs and shipped 
back to their native lands. It is a fate dreaded worse 
than an income-tax rap. 

Most of these undesirables have been banished to 
Italy, home of the Mafia, the sinister secret society that 
has long maintained a grip on American crime. The 
Italian police have not welcomed this forcible return 
of prodigal sons. Their view: men schooled in crime 
in America should not be sent to Italy to learn the 
final lesson that crime does not pay. 

But the United States contributes too much 
Italy’s upkeep for the government here to refuse to 
accept its wayward sons. The authorities have just 
completed canvassing Italy's 92 police districts to find 
out exactly how many derelicts from the American 
underworld have been cast upon their shores. They 
came up with the names of 400 hoodlums kicked out 
of the United States. 

PARADE sent me to Italy to learn how these deported 
gangsters are living, whether they have cut their crimi- 
nal ties or still pull strings back home, what sort of 
watch the Italian police are keeping on them. 

I visited the haunts of exiled mobsters, spoke to 
those who would talk and to their associates. For a full 
evening I sat in a small sidewalk cafe with Charles 
“Lucky” Luciano, still regarded by many lawmen as 
the world’s No. 1 criminal. As we talked, Lucky’s 
cronies would come looking for him. He would excuse 
himself and hold whispered huddles. I also interviewed 
Italian police and American agents who are most con- 
cerned with these repatriated racketeers. 


Some like. Frank Frigenti and Ralph Liguori are 
small fry trying to look big. They live on the few lire 
they can make hustling American tourists and service- 
men. Frigenti, deported for murdering his mother-in- 
law, up on detective magazines and gave himself 
«chiar Seinheaied oo ax GURU Oran: 
Lucky Luciano, and other big names in the U.S. rogues’ 
gallery. A few years ago he even tried to organize the 
deported racketeers for a march on the American Em- 
bassy in Rome to dramatize the plight of mistreated 
mobsters whose Americanism had been offended by 
being dumped in Italy. He got nowhere. | 

Liguori cashed in on the fact that he was convicted, 
as a minor accomplice, in the same case as Luciano. 
This has now become the highlight of his life, and he 
has used it to promote himself with the American tour- 
ist trade. He used to wait outside the Military Air 
Transport Service terminal in Rome for GIs whom he 


would steer around the city. But the Italian police

didn’t approve of all the attractions he offered, and 
jailed him this summer on white slavery charges. 

In contrast, the big-name deportees live in mysteri- 
ous luxury presumably on pensions from the U.S. 
rackets. Luciano, for one, lives like a Nero in a plush 
penthouse overlooking the Bay of Naples. The source 
of his income is a matter of official puzzlement. His 
own explanation: “I get loans from friends.” 

American agents have learned that large sums are 
transmitted regularly to the exiled crime bosses 
through travel agencies and by smugglers. Lucky used 
to meet a bartender from the S.S. Independence every 
time the ship docked in Naples. The bartender 
emerged clean from searches by both Italian and Amer- 
ican customs officers. But there was a report Lucky got 
$150,000 in one suitcase that slipped by. 

No less than the U.S. Embassy in Rome was sus- 
pected of being a link between Lucky and the New 
York mob, Agents believe racket pay-offs from New 
York mobster Joe Profaci were actually routed through 
the Embassy. The suspected intermediary was an em- 
bassy clerk. Though never caught in the act of smug- 
gling money, he was fired quietly and shipped home. 

Agents are equally convinced that the deported 
ganglords still keep their manicured fingers in Ameri- 
can crime, particularly dope smuggling. A few years 
ago Vincent Trupia, a New York taxi driver, turned up 


in Rome on an innocent sightseeing trip—all expenses — 


paid by mobster Joseph diPalermo, who followed him 
from a discrete distance. DiPalermo made some mys- 
terious telephone calls, then directed Trupia to pick 
up a package in Milan. Italian police later intercepted 
Trupia, relieved him of eight kilograms of cocaine 
hidden in a secret compartment of his suitcase. 
Trupia, in a panic, offered to cooperate with the po- 


lice but could not remember where he had picked up 
the narcotics. All he could recall was a high rail fence 
and three chipped, stone steps next to a park. With 
this slender clue, agents traced the drugs to Francesco 
Pirrico, a close contact of Luciano’s. Lucky was 
rounded up, his apartment searched. Also uncovered : 
a little black book with names and addresses that read 
like a Who's ‘Who in the U.S. Underworld. But Lucky 
was released because of insufficient evidence. 

Last September another of Lucky's cronies, Joe Pici, 
was picked up on a narcotics charge. The dark, men- 
acing-looking Pici, with knife scars on his forehead, 
under his chin and across his left hand, was in part

nership with Giovanni Gioia in a dope and alien smug- 
gling ring. An American agent won Gioia’s confidence 
with a letter of introduction from a friend who could 
not be contacted immediately. In the few days before 
he would be found out, the agent managed to secure 
enough evidence to arrest Pici, Gioia, and some lesser 
hoods. There were papers showing that Pici used 
Luciano as his banker (one big loan as late as last 
April), but again the evidence was insufficient to link 
Lucky to the smuggling ring. 


Hidden Assets 


I found Lucky in Naples, where his movements are 
cat-and-moused by the Italian police. They told me to 
watch for a gray Alfa Romeo car, license No. NA- 
111560, around the Trocadero Club or the California 
Cafe. They also gave me his home address, the pent- 
house of a nine-family apartment building that they 
suspect he secretly owns. 

Lucky is a strange man, living in a twilight world 
where the improbable is the normal. For years he was 
considered the supreme boss of the American under- 
world until he was convicted by Thomas E. Dewey, 
later to become New York Governor, for compulsory 
prostitution, and given a 30-t0-50-year sentence in the 
New York prison at Dannemora. After serving only 10 
years, he was released by the same man who convicted 
him on condition that he return to Italy and never set 
foot in the United States again. 

He first settled in Rome but the Rome police would 
not tolerate him. He found his reception in Naples 
little more friendly. The Naples police chief tried to 
have Lucky banished to Ustica, a small island off the 
Sicilian coast. His recommendation, however, had to 
be approved by an Exile Commission, which refused

to banish Lucky. There was a persistent whisper that 
two members of the commission had been paid off. 
~ The Naples police consoled themselves with putting 
Lucky on “admonition” from 1955 to 1957—a form 
of parole that could be applied to known criminals. 
He had to be off the streets by dark, keep out of night 
clubs, stay away from race tracks, and shun any as- 
sociation with other criminals. 

Curiously, he blamed the U.S. Narcotics Bureau 
more than he did the Naples police. He complained 
that narcotics agents were hounding him without 
cause, Suspecting they were tapping his telephones 
and intercepting his mail, he would deliberately make 
nasty comments about their boss, Harry Anslinger. 
Typical was this sidescript to a friend: “Every time 
Anslinger’s ulcer acts up, he takes it out on me. I wish 
he would get rid of the ulcer or die of it.” 

The Narcotics Bureau has an even lower opinion of 
Luciano. The confidential list of narcotics violators, 
on which he is No. 198, says of him: “This man is one 
of the world's most dangerous criminals and exercises 
a powerful influence over the entire underworld. He 
is financed by his old associates.” 

The Naples police know Lucky was once a partner 
in a medical supply business with Giovanni Borgatti, 
who has a record of several-errests for breaking drug 
laws. But they aren’t so sure whether he owns his two 
favorite hangouts: the Trocadero Club and the Cali- 
fornia Cafe. He denied to me that he has a financial 
interest in them. But earlier the runty manager of the 
Trocadeto Club refused to talk about Lucky. “You 
see,” he shrugged, “I work for the guy.” 

Lucky confirmed another police report that he is a 
partner with Vincenzo de Falco im a furniture firm, 
Fabbrica Arredamento Metallici, which makes hos- 


pital beds and school desks. As we sat together at the 
sidewalk cafe, Lucky sipped mineral water. “I don’t 
drink. Never liked the stuff,” said the once king boot- 
legger. He was restless, almost nervous. His eyes never 
stopped roving over the passing crowd. Now and again 
a crony would appear and linger. “A guy I gotta have a 
word with,” Lucky would explain politely. Then he 
would jump up for one of his whispered conclaves. 

Luciano looks younger than his 64 years; his waist- 
line is trim, his brown eyes soft, his hair a distinguished 
gray. He wears expensive, conservative clothes—on 
this evening a well-tailored, Italian-style black cash- 
mere suit. The only ostentation was a large diamond 
ring on the little finger of his left hand. 

He constantly mopped his neck with a handkerchief 
as we talked, then shed his suit coat and drew back his 
shirt sleeves, revealing faded tattoos on each forearm. 
There was a nude on the left arm and a crest with the 
face of a jack on the right. If the tattoos clashed with 
his immaculate attire, so did his language. His soft- 
spoken conversation was flavored with Brooklynese, 
and the “youse guys” kept creeping in. 

Lucky freely offered suggestions for curing crime in 
the country where he became a crime czar. His two 
main contentions; there should be legalized gambling, 
and government clinics for drug addicts. 

Of legal gambling, this once big-time gambler says: 
“It would take the profits away from the racketeers 
and give them to the government. Now the bookies 
work for the police. They pay off from the cop on the 
beat all the way up to the inspectors. The taxpayers 
might as well have a break.” 

Of the dope traffic, Lucky advocates: “If addicts 
were given free shots at government clinics, there 
would be no business for the smugglers and peddlers. 
The clinics could also offer free psychiatric treatment 
until the addicts can be tapered off from the habit.” 


The Family Visits 


Lucky’s family comes to visit him in Italy (a brother 
spent most of the summer with him) but he has never 
married. He explains: “The life I was living, I knew 
that one day I was going to finish up in jail or with a 
bullet in me. I didn’t think it was right to take a wife 
and have kids.” | 

But this one-time vice czar revealed his affection for 
a former mistress, Igea Lissoni, a well-known ballerina 
who died of cancer a year ago. “Tonight,” he said 
sadly, “is the anniversary of her death.” He denied 
police reports that he is now living with another mis- 
tress, vivacious 20-year-old Rita Motolo. 

Lucky spends heavily in Naples night spots, bets 
heavily at the Agnano race track. But he used to bum 
petty PX items as shaving lotion and razor blades from 
Gls. There was a time when servicemen would line up 
for his autograph, but officers forbade men in uniform 
to be seen with him. Civilian tourists who recognize 
him still ask for his signature. But, this celebrity treat- 
ment puzzles Italians, who regard him simply as a 
“bandito.” ; | 

The second biggest name among the exiled under- 
world barons is that of Joe Adonis, carried as Joseph 
Doto, No. 079, on the international list of narcotics 
violators. Despite his banishment, the list reports that 
he still “maintains control of the Brooklyn rackets 
through his associates.” 

Unlike the mellowed but still flamboyant Luciano, 
Adonis is unassuming and aloof. At 57, he too has a 
trim figure and silver gray hair. He is strikingly hand- 
some and could pass as a dapper diplomat. After his 
deportation in 1956, he moved into a luxurious villa 
at Grottaferrata, outside Rome. But the Rome police,

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who dislike having notorious criminals around the 
ancient capital, soon found an excuse to kick him out. 
When Bronx mobster John Salvo visited him at Grot- 
taferrata, the police said they couldn’t let Rome be-

to clear out of the area. 

He moved to Milan, Bong Cn ag 
fashionable Duomo Hotel, close by the city’s famous 
cathedral, and proceeded to invest in legitimate busi- 
nesses. American agents are convinced the money he 
laid out came from his cut in American rackets, but 
they have uncovered no evidence of criminal activity 
since his arrival in Italy. 

Handsome Joe now has a villa near Lake Como, 
where his daughter, a ravishing beauty, lives with him 
most of the time. On the boat trip to Italy she became 
infatuated with a personable young steward. The next 
time the ship docked in Italy, Joe traveled to Genoa 
“to look the guy over.” 

Unimpressed by what he saw, he advised the stew- 
ard in his deceptively soft voice to “lay off my daugh- 

ter.” The steward, knowing Joey's underworld repute- 
tion, took the hint. 

Michael Spinella, fat, ugly, and arrogant—a B- 
grade movie version of-a racketeer—has become a 
minor tourist attraction at Capri. He spends his time 
sunning himself on .the romantic isle, smoking fat 
cigars. Occasionally he sends back to Miami, where he

once was an underworld power, for former girl friends. 

Spinella’s was one of the more sensational deporta- 
tions. Immigration agents picked him up in Miami, 
put him on a plane, and next morning he was in | Italy, 
squawking loudly that he had been “shanghaied.” Like 
his colleagues in exile, he lives in luxury with no ap- 
parent source of income. 

American agents are certain the deportees have the 
closest links with crime in America and are still col- 
lecting their share of the loot. Relatives and associates 
back home look after their underworld interests for 
them. As one agent summed it up for parave: “These 
guys are still key members of the mob. They still get 
their cut. Their deportation to Italy doesn’t mean 
they’re out of touch.” 

The big-name racketeers in Italy also keep in touch 
with each other, usually by phone. When they spéak 
on the phone they now use English. In America they 
always spoke Italian. Most big-timers have also con- 
centrated in Sicily, particularly in the south, birth- 
place of the dreaded Mafia, the secret society credited 
with being the real power behind the American crime 
syndicate. Some areas of Sicily, particularly in the 
south, are under invisible Mafia control. No one would 


think of appealing to the police or the courts over an | 


injustice before first going to the local Mafia chief. 
Luciano is probably the only underworld leader 
who ever admitted the Mafia exists. “Sure it exists,”

he says, “but it’s just a fraternal order like the Masons 
or the Knights of Columbus.” Mafia rules are so strict 
about secrecy and Mafia vengeance so implacable that 
even such a slight admission lends some credence to 
the report that Luciano is head of the movement. 

He makes frequent flights to Sicily to see a “cousin,” 
Lercara Freddi, a notorious character in his own right. 
But does Luciano go to give orders or to receive them? 
“Three-fingered Frank” Coppola, toughest of the Sicil- 
ians, reportedly has spurned Luciano’s authority. 
When someone in Coppola’s. presence referred to 
Lucky as the big boss of the Mafia, three-fingered 
Frank snarled: “Here, we command.” 

Coppola is a cruel, barrel-chested little thug who 
hit the big time in Chicago and Detroit, then muscled 
into New Orleans. Deported in 1948, he is known to 
have been involved in at least two murders and has 
been in trouble with the Italian police. They inter- 
cepted six kilograms of heroin; which he was sending 
to “Papa John” Priziola, a Detroit racketeer. Coppola 
hid out for two years before he was picked up in 1952 
to spend another two years in jail. 

Silvestro Carolla, also from New Orleans, and 
Nicolo Impastato, late of Kansas City, are two other 
crime czars now living near each other in the Sicilian 
village of Terrasini. The 63-year-old Carolla, with 
thinning black hair, long saturnine face, and a scar 
acréss his upper left lip, operates the biggest cafe-bar 
in the village. Deported in 1947, he is No. 34 on the 
international list of narcotics operators. The note 
against him includes this blunt comment: “This man 
is a dangerous criminal who has been associated with 


the narcotics traffic for many years.” 


Down Mexico Way 


Impastato, a slight, thin-faced, meek-looking man 
who wears rimless glasses and looks more like a pro- 
fessor than a gang lord, has a farm outside Terrasini. 
The Narcotics Bureau, however, dispels this mild 
image with the words: “Uses violence, including mur- 
der, to maintain organization.” 

Impastato faced deportation in 1955 but slipped 
into Mexico to continue directing the drug traffic from 
south of the border. Mexican authorities, however, 
packed him off to Italy. 

Dozens of lesser racketeers, who once prowled the 
American undetworld, now live in sleepy Sicilian vil- 
lages under Mafia discipline. That the arm of the Mafia 
is long and ruthless is evidenced by the case of Frank 
“Chick 99” Callace, once prominent as the boss of 
99th Street, New York City. 

After being deported to Italy, he landed in jail, 
where he was interviewed by a narcotics agent. He re- 
fused to give any information. All he ever said was: 
“Get me out of here and give me 20 years in the 
Federal pen in the United States, and I'll be happier.” 
But the Mafia suspected he had squealed. When 
Callace later managed to sneak back into the United 
States, the Mafia caught up with him before the im- 
migration authorities. He was found—murdered. 

What can be done to break the power of these ban- 
ished Mafia bosses, preying by remote control on the 
American public? The sinews of their power are the 
dollars smuggled to them by their henchmen. It should 
not be impossible, with the cooperetion of the Italian 
government, to stop these dollars by sealing the bank 
accounts and safe deposit boxes of these evil men. ®

HOLLYWOOD. 
One afternoon two years ago, Moe Howard, short, 
shrewd, baggy-eyed leader of The Three Stooges, be- 
gan to fidget uneasily on Stage 5 of Columbia Studios. 
' Howard and his comic confreres were winding up 
a highly successful 24-year employment period with 
one motion picture company. This was their last day's 
work 6n their 204th comedy at a combined salary of 
$70,000 a year. 

Sentimental and emotional by nature, Moe antici- 
pated a farewell ceremony of sorts. He expected an 
executive to appear on the sound stage and to make a 
speech expressing appreciation for the long and mu- 
tually profitable association involving Columbia Pic- 
tures and The Three Stooges. 

By 6 p.m., which is closing time in Hollywood, no 
executive had appeared. The Three Stooges checked 
off the lot without so much as a front-office goodbye. 
There simply was no longer a market for their type of 
two-reel comedies, and the studio wanted nothing 
more to do with them. (In Hollywood this maxim has 
long held true: when there is no profit potential, cour- 
tesy flies out the window.) 

The following day, Moe Howard, a gentleman to 
the last, decided to return to Columbia. He planned to 


tell the executives how genuinely pleasurable it had 
been for him and his partners to work for a produc- 
tion genius like the late Harry Cohn. 

When Howard attempted to enter the studio, he 
was stopped. “Sorry, Moe,” the gateman said. “As of 
yesterday you and your buddies are finished here.” 

That was two years ago. 

Today The Three Stooges are welcomed at Colum- 
bia Studies with warmth and outstretched arms. They 
can enter the premises any time of day or night. The 
film company is distributing their latest feature, Have 
Rocket, Will Travel, and giving them 25 per cent of 
the profits. Columbia, moreover, wants to sign them to 
a long-term contract. “After all,” says one studio 
spokesman, “they’re our boys. They grew up here.” 

How come this sudden turnabout? How come The 
Three Stooges are heavies one day and heroes the 
next? The answer is simple: television has boomed 
The Three Stooges into the hottest comedy act in show 
business. These zany slapstick clowns are wanted for 
radio, stage, night club, television, motion picture, and 
recording appearances. They are wanted both at home 
and abroad. Their comedy is not dependent upon dia- 
logue.. Their slapstick is understood everywhere. 

The resurgence of The Three Stooges to fame began 
last year. Searching for additional revenue, Columbia 
decided to unload on television the 204 two-reelers the 


boys had made during the years from 1934 to 1957. 

Surprise of surprises! The two-reelers were gobbled 
up by comedy-hungry video stations from Portland to 
Peoria. Of the 240 leading markets in the U.S., The

million people watching 280 TV stations. 

More: important, a new generation of youngsters 
has discovered the wacky trio. Their popularity has 
zoomed to such heights that in the past seven months 
they have granted 29 licenses to various manufactur- 
ers who are turning out 52 different items bearing The 
Three Stooges tag. 


Five Percenters 


The items include 6 million trading cards (dis- 
tributed with bubble gum), comic books, T-shirts, 
toys, buttons, masks, hats, coloring books, and a flock 
of other merchandise. The Stooges receive 5 per cent 
of the net. 

At the moment The Three Stooges, who are touring 
the country, appearing in theaters, night clubs, and as 
guest stars on Steve Allen’s program and others, con- 
sist of Moe Howard (the one with the bangs), 56; 
Larry Fine (the one with the unkempt hair), 52, and 
Joe De Rita (the fat one), who is 46. 

This is not the same trio of comics you see on TV

In the past quarter of a century there have been 
four different sets of Three Stooges. Moe Howard and 
Larry Fine have been mainstays from the beginning, 
but over the years death has necessitated the hiring of 
a new third man. In 1952 Moe Howard's brother 
Curly died. In 1955 his other brother, Shemp, died. 
Both had to be replaced. | 

The newest replacement is Joe De Rita, a veteran 
of Minsky’s burlesque, who was added to the act in 
July 1958. Joe made his “Stooge” film debut opposite 
Moe and Larry earlier this year in Have Rocket, Will 
Travel. This film cost $375,000 and was produced in 
11 days. It has already grossed double that figure and 


-will probably end up with a world-wide total of 


$2,500,000. In this one the boys play three bumbling 
janitors in a missile plant who accidentally get them- 
selves fired off to Venus in a space ship. 


“The upsetting of dignity is the basic premise of all 
our comedy,” explains Moe Howard. “We just vary the 
backgrounds for our slapstick. For example, in one 
film we'll play the caterers of a very ritzy society wed- 
ding. We deflate the dignity of the snooty, stuffy guests. 
In another we'll play the butlers and footmen to a dig-

nified club of dignified tycoons. We take advantage of - 


the very rich and the very snobbish. And in that way 
no one with whom the audience sympathizes is ever 
going to get hurt. 

“No one’s nationality is ever outraged. We're just as 
popular in South America and Asia as we are here. 
Our routines always feature the universal comedy of 
slapstick and pantemime.” 

To look at Moe on the screen, with his ill-fitting 
clothes and the ridiculous wig that descends to his 
eyebrows, one would never suspect that behind those 
bangs lurks an alert, first-rate intelligence. The truth 
is that Moe Howard, as leader of The Three Stooges, 
is one of the brainiest and most experienced men in 
show business. 

Born in Brooklyn, Moe worked first as a stooge in 
1922 with veteran vaudevillian Ted Healy. Later, 
Moe’s brother Shemp joined the act, and Healy picked 
up Larry Fine in Philadelphia, forming an entourage 
called Ted Healy and His Gang. 

. The two Howards and Fine were the original Three 
Stooges and appeared with Healy on Broadway in sev- 
eral musical comedies. They also played night clubs. 
In 1934 The Three Stooges broke away from Healy. 
Moe Howard signed a deal for the trio with Columbia 
Pictures, and Larry Fine signed a similar deal for the 


trio with Universal Pictures. Because Moe’s deal was 


signed a few hours before Larry's, Universal agreed to 
defer to Columbia. In June the boys made their first 
two-reel comedy for that studio. They divided $70,- 
000 a year. After expefises and agent's commission, 
this meant $20,000 annually for each. 

Moe saved his money and invested wisely in real 
estate. Larry spent his freely, on the ground that “who 
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in the clutches of a designing blonde (TV's Christine Mcintyre), Moe Howard, 
oldest of The Three Stooges, maintains his aplomb as he mulls over big financial deal. 


knows whether I'll live until tomorrow.” And Shemp 
left the trio to play Nobby Walsh in the Joe Palooka 
film series. He was replaced by Curly Howard, who 
suffered a heart attack in 1952, was replaced by the 
returning Shemp, who stayed with the act until his 
death four years ago. 

Two years ago, after selling their backlog of old 
films to television, the Hollywood studios decided to 
eliminate short subjects and B-pictures from their pro- 
duction schedules and to expand their feature films 
to two-hour productions. Since The Three Stooges 
were classified as “short subjects players,” Columbia 
let them out. 

Now Columbia is trying to get them back for full- 
length films, and the TV networks want them for any 
number of series. Their popularity has been proven. 
Only this time the boys are playing hard to get. They 
realize that Abbott and Costello are no more, that 
Charlie Chaplin is probably finished in the U.S., that 
the partnership of Martin and Lewis has dissolved. 

“As slapstick comedians,” Moe Howard says, “we're 
a rare commodity, a fast disappearing breed. Nowa- 
days all the comedians want to be witty. Hardly any- 
body wants to take a pratfall any more.” :

I always expect 
to work. But when I was younger, I had ideas of really 
big money. What's more important now is peace, and 
quiet, and friends, and watching our kide—and their 
kids—have happy lives.” 


More Money for Medicine 


Not that being 50 doesn’t have its own problems. 
Questions of health, for instance. Figures from the 
Health Information Service show an increase both in 
workdays lost due to illness and in money spent on 
medical care at this age. Anemic, Marge Flesch visits 
her doctor twice monthly.- She also feels she is too 
heavy to be healthy. Bill finds his breath shorter and 
now needs glasses to use the phone directory. , 

There is also, off and on, the question of loneliness 
—more noticeable in other couples than with the 
Flesches. Even Marge, who “most of all wants Bill to 
be happy,” admits some resentment when he must 
work evenings. But daughter Alice brings Jeff, 2, and 
Davy, 3, to visit three or four times weekly. And 
church work also helps Marge keep busy.

MY VISIT TO ‘OUTER SPACE’ 


Can two lonely men get along on a flight to the moon? A Parade reporter 


gets an exclusive look at a new ground laboratory designed to find out

MINNEAPOLIS, MINN. 
One of the year’s most significant research projects 
involves sealing up twe men from the U.S. Air Force in 
the world’s first space-flight simulator. Their 30 days in 
a ground-bound 8-x-]2 “tin can” are intended to show 
science what physical and emotional strains men can 
expect as they hurtle together through space. 

I have just been given an exclusive sample of the 
strains of spdce-flight togetherness. I spent several 
hours in the space simulator as aeronautical engineers 
from Minneapolis-Honeywell Regulator Co. com- 
pleted tests here before installation of the “can” at 
Brooks Air Force Base, San Antonio, Tex. 

A few hours is not a month. (Air Force scientists 
feel that the last week of isolation will be the most 
nerve-wracking.) But even in that brief time, I could 
feel the walls close in and the tension rise. I knew some 
of the feeling of being limited to a few simple move- 
ments and hemmed inte cramped quarters.

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My “flight companion” was Jean R. Nelson, Min- 
néapolis-Honeywell project engineer. The simulator, 


a seven-ton elliptical steel tank, was completely. 


equipped with food and supplies and operating as if 
the first human “guinea pigs” already were aboard. 
Nelson ushered me up the steps and through a hatch- 
way. The heavy steel door clanged shut behind us. 
Before me was what seemed like a very tiny effi- 
ciency apartment, into which someone had addition- 
ally crowded a whole complex of scientific gear. Half- 
crouched, Nelson and I made our way over and around 


gear and fittings to an instrument panel at the far end. 


Traffic Problems 


We sank into two executive-type, pastel-green arm- 
chairs. There I got my first real taste of how precious 
space is in the simulator. Clearance between the 
chairs is measured in inches. For one man to get to his 
feet while the other remains seated is a real feat in 
maneuvering. It involves tangled legs, barked shins, 
and trampled toes. , 

No one, Nelson explained, supposes that man will 


hop off to space in a green swivel chair as though he 
were in a plush office. The space-flight simulator makes 
no attempt to reproduce the phenomenon of “weight- 
lessness,” which might cause spacemen to float in mid- 
air. It does attempt to measure the effect of other 
preoblems—cramped quarters, limited food, reusable 
water, clashing personalities, boredom, the feeling of 
being completely cut off from the known. 

Or nearly cut off. Set in the wall before us was a 
television screen—our window on space around us. 
Near it was an inset microphone that would keep us 
in touch with the outside world. (Minneapolis- 
Honeywell’s sadistic engineers, Nelson told me, have 
even figured a way to take this link away from the first 
men to try out the simulator. Radio reception will be 
deliberately garbled to reproduce solar interference.) 

Outside the “can,” I knew, men were watching us 
on television screens. Tucked somewhere into the 
walls—lI could not locate them, though I tried—are 
two hidden cameras, dubbed by the engineers “Big 
Brother” and “Big Sister.” Scientists will study every 
facial twitch, every nervous mannerism to analyze its

cause. Exhaustion? Loneliness? Boredom? 
What does this portend for 30 days in outer 
space? 

I glanced around the cabin nervously. 
There were two portholes, with one-way 
glass. I could see nothing out of them. It was 
easy to imagine I was millions of miles out 
in space. I began to twist in my chair and 
perspire a little. Nelson offered me a cigar- 
ette. 

He waved aside my surprise. “To deprive 
a smoker of his tobacco might easily throw 
our test results off,” he said. “Our goal is to 
make things as normal as possible. Come on, 
let’s look at the kitchen.” 

The kitchen, in this superefficiency apart- 
ment, was a few crouching steps off. Nelson 
proudly displayed the 6-by-12-inch warming 
oven. Next to it was the kitchen’s one pot— 
a plug-in gadget of the type used to warm 


. baby’s bottles. In simulated space-flight, it 


will be used to heat dehydrated soups. 
Cheese and Crackers 


I inspected the larder critically. Despite 
the progress man has made in technology, he 
has not, I was saddened to note, 
much beyond the K rations of World War II. 
During their land-borne space flight, the Air 
Force: men will drink instant coffee and eat 
the cheese, dry crackers, and concentrated 
meat I remember from 15 years back. There 
even will be chewing gum—and it is hoped 
neither passenger will chew it too loudly. 

(In an actual flight through space, Nelson 
explained, K rations probably will be out. 
Spacemen are more likely to eat highly con- 
centrated nutrition packed in tubes.) 

I sampled the space cabin’s reclaimed 
water. Repeated chemical treatment makes 
it almost tasteless, not at all like the faucet 
water we are accustomed to. 

“It would be impossible in a cabin of this 
size to provide two men with fresh water and 


fresh air for 30 days,” Nelson said. “Both air 
and water have to be purified again and 
again. By the end of the trip you will be 
drinking your own bath water, but it would 
pass any health test. However, the idea of 
drinking used water may raise a psycholog- 
ical problem. That is one of the things we 
want to learn.” 

Actually, bath water is a misnomer. Like 
disentangling yourself from the chair, taking 
a bath would require deft maneuvering. A 
tiny washbasin, smaller than that in a Pull- 
man roomette, is crammed between the fold- 
ing bed and the toilet. These primitive 
facilities raise their own psychological prob- 
lems. Outer space, I could see, is no place 
for the fastidious. 


Silence isn’t Golden 


As for fresh air, the quiet whirl of circu- 
lating fans and the intermittent muted hiss of 
oxygen and nitrogen flowing into the cabin 
told me the air-conditioning system was on 
the job. As my space companion explained 
it, the air filtration system is a masterpiece. 
Filters are so fine that even the submicro- 
scopic polio virus would be strained out. The 
cabin is so airtight that only the equivalent 
of one deep breath escapes per week. Yet air 
is changed every minute, issuing through 
thousands of tiny holes so well dispersed 
there is no whisper of a draft. Humidity is 
kept low. Without control, Nelson explained, 
the mere act of breathing would make both 
mén sopping wet within an hour. 

Actually, Nelson told me, the background 
hum is built in. “Total silence,” he explained, 
“would be totally unnerving.” Even the exist- 
ing noise seemed too little for me. How, I 
asked Nelson, would two men stand being 
cut off from normal sights and sounds for so 
many days? How would they pass the time? 

This is one of space flight’s most critical 
problems—“Boredom,” one scientist told me,

“may be harder to beat than ballistics.” Nelson showed 
me the tape recorder that engineers hope to rig with a 
set of stereophonic earphones per man. Each, Nelson 
said, may be allowed to bring his own musical selec- 
tions. But he will be allowed to listen to music only 
about an hour a day. “Power, even for solar batteries, 
will be as precious as water in the desert,” he said. 


Reading Matter 
The rest of the time, the men may read—each will

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be allowed two pounds of reading matter—and figure 
out their own ways to pass the time. During the test 
simulation, each will have duties. While one curls up 
on the folding bed, the other will man dummy con- 
trols and cope with “emergencies” relayed from the 
control panel outside. These may range from steering 
the spaceship past a dangerous radiation belt to a warn- 
ing that the cabin’s oxygen supply is running low. 

We clambered back to the instrument panel. Nelson 
quickly explained the dials registering the life-giving 
oxygen and nitrogen supplies, the outside temperature, 
and other data. By now I was beginning to squirm a 
little. Boredom is hardly the word. It was more a feel- 
ing that it had been a long, long time since I left the 
outside world. Nelson offered me another cigarette 
and then signalled, via television, to the men outside. 
The big door opened and our “space flight” was over. 
-- Can the human machine endure in space? This is 
the question Air Force doctors and their “tin can” will 
tackle. It is quite possibly the biggest question of all 

- about the world beyond our atmosphere. 

Speaking for myself, I can only wish that the men 
who try it for a month-long clip enjoy balanced nerves 
and a strong constitution. After my “trip,” I was talk- 
ing to Lieut. Col. George R. Steinkamp, chief of the 
Air Force’s division of astroecology (a new word 
meaning the study of man in a space environment). 
Colonel Steinkamp summed up the problem neatly: 

“Thirty days can be a very long time to be cut off 
from your own world. We believe that men can endure 
this isolation. 

“It would not surprise me a bit, however, if the first 
two men to go through the test do not talk to each 
other for a very long time afterwards.” *

B™ POT ROAST, hearty and sustaining, makes fine cold- 
weather fare. Recently we tried two recipes, one from the 
East and one from the West. Both were new to us, and both un- 
usually delicious. Pennsylvania Pot Roast is really a special- 
occasion recipe, with an unusual flavor twist derived from bacon 
fat and sweet gherkins. Served with a sour cream gravy sauce, it is 
a handsome dish that lives up to its good looks. California Pot 
Roast is simpler but no less delicious, acquiring unusual flavor 
distinction from bottled Italian salad dressing used as a marinade 
and in the gravy. Colorful carrots and green beans add to the taste.

California Pot Roast 


1 boned and rolled beef chuck 1 can (10% oz.) condensed 
pot roast (3 to 4 lbs.) beef bouillon 
1 8-oz. bottle (1 cup) Italian 1 cup hot water

This is the 
conclusion of medical experts 
who are beginning to view the 
great American sit (TV,cars, and desk jobs) 
as a national disease. 

Studies show, for instance, that a pattern 
of sitting —or what was described recently in 
a Boston meeting as “sedentarism”—can 
cause you to he a grouch, make you tense and 
emotionally jumpy, give you backache and 
far more serious problems. 

Why do we oversit? Because we are so de- 
voted to creature comforts—and we have 
the wherewithal to realize our devotion. 

Let’s investigate the various aspects of the 
problem that we're sitting down to. 


THE SEAT OF YOUR EMOTIONS 


Somehow, ‘sittingness does things to your 
emotions, not nice things, as studies at West 
Point show. _ : 

People who get off their seats and exercise 
to keep fit are likely to be more even-tem- 
pered, less picky and less picayune. 


SITTING AND YOUR BODY FLUIDS 


When you sit for prolonged periods, says 
Dr. Laurence Morehouse of the University 
of California at Los Angeles, your body fluids 
just naturally settle in the lower extremities. 

A.pattern of sitting and sitting can cause 
swollen ankles and feet as you grow older. 


YOUR LIFETIME WEIGHT 


HE SIMPLE ACT of sitting

muscles. The problem of inactivity has be- 
come more and more urgent” in the U.S. 


THOSE PAINS AND ACHES 


Oversitting has been established as a major 
cause of painful stiff necks, backache, espe- 
cially in the lower portions of the back, and 
shoulder miseries. 

Sitting causes the muscles to weaken, 
jelly-up, so to speak. When they are called 
upon to work, they rebel and cause pain. 

Logically, you might ask, what about the 
muscles on which we actually sit? The an- 
swer: average American bottoms increase in 
size up to an inch per generation, partly from 
ever-increasing overuse. ; 


YOUR HEART AND SITTING 


As you already know, all that is sitting 
cannot be taken lightly. There is more evi- 
dence today than ever that the propensity for 
sitting, greater in this country than in any 
other, is not good for your heart. 

Research shows increasingly that a life- 
time of sedentary existence tends to weaken 
the heart and lungs, rendering them less ca- 
pable of withstanding stress. 

Thus Dr. Paul Dudley White, famous 
Boston physician who served as consultant to 
President Eisenhower, is an avid believer in 
exercise no matter how old you are. 

At Western Reserve University, Cleveland, 
it has been shown that a lifetime of activity, as 
opposed to sedentarism, increases the capac- 
ity of the heart and associated blood vessels. 


SICKNESS AND SITTING 


For years it has been known that sitting 
for prolonged periods can endanger patients 
after acute illness or surgery. Sitting simply 
increases the possibility of post-illness or post- 
surgical complications, including blood clots, 
which can be fatal. 

For all these reasons, Dr. Kraus and othe 
advocate the following: | 

1) Take stock of your way of life. If you 
oversit, are flabby and out of condition, work 
out a fitness program with the assistance of 
your family doctor. 

2) If you are overweight, take steps to lop 
off the unneeded and dangerous pounds. 

3) If your muscles are weak and you feel 
tired much of the tinie, let_your doctor put
